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Pay—Or No Goods 


While a Nazi delegation was trying to 
persuade Moscow to sell it a couple of mil- 
lion tons of manganese on a sometime 
payment basis, Russia was offering man- 
ganese in large quantities to the United 
States—and explaining to the delegation 
that it needs a good deal of the metal for 
home use. 


There is no sentiment in the Berlin- 
Moscow dealing. It is a cold business pro- 
position from the gobbling up of Poland 
to the buying and selling of supplies. If 
Germany can deliver the goods as per 
barter contract it will get the manganese. 
Otherwise it won't get that or any other 
commodity from Stalin. 


Berlin is fooling nobody but itself with 
the pretence that the bargain with Russia 
is something more than a commercial) 
arrangement and may result any day in 
Russian troops taking the field on Hitler's 
behalf. The Nazis and the Communists 
have not fallen in love with each other. 
Each party is out to gain what it can, 
without any great care about what may 
happen to the other. 

Hitler obligingly provided Stalin with 
the opportunity to make a clean up at the 
expense of neighboring states, which he is 
doing to the limit. But the wily Soviet 
chief is not admitting that he owes the 
Fuehrer anything. If he paid over the 
$15,00,000 in gold as reported, that was 
in full and final settlement of outstanding 
obligations. Adolf can do his own fight- 
ing since he was foolish enough to start 
trouble when he didn’t need to, and if he 
wants supplies he will have to pay for 
them—in goods, not Hitler promises or 
bogus marks. 


What Governs Exchange ? 


Canada’s gold-backed dollar being at 
a discount of ten or eleven per cent at 
New York, in comparison with United 
States silver dollar certificates—which 
can't be exchanged for silver—Edmonton 
faces the present prospect of having to 
pay around $65,000 next year for the 
privilege of paying $640,000 interest to 
United States holders of the city’s bonds. 

A few years ago it was explained that 
our dollar was at a discount in New York 
because there was a world depression. 
There isn't a world depression now, but a 
large scale war under way which threat- 
ens to spread into a larger scale war, and 
hundreds of millions of dollars are being 
put into circulation for purposes not oper- 
ative before. Still, our,dollar is again ata 
discount. 

Perhaps what Mr. Bennett called “in- 
exorable economic laws” are to blame be- 
cause, whether the times are getting hard- 
er or getting better, our dollar isnt rated 
as a dollar by the money changers of 
Gotham, But there is room for a healthy 
suspicion that manipulation has some- 
thing to do with the case at present. The 
more 80 because Canada’s external trade 
during the last twelve months left people 
in other countries owing the Dominion 
upwards of $400,000,000, 

Doesn't that $400,000,000 of foreign 
credits due to Canada as a result-of trade 
operations count for anything? Or has the 
theory broken down that the rating of a 
country’s currency depends on the sum 
total of its external trade, and not on the 
favorable or unfavorable balance of its 
trade with one particular country? And 
what has become of the maxim that gold- 
backed dollars ring true on every counter 
in the world? 

A layman can’t be dogmatic in such 
matters, but this discount of our gold- 
backed currency, despite a whopping bal- 
lance of world trade in our favor, looks 


The new agreement between Turkey 
and the Franco-British allies does not re- 
quire Turkey to send troops to the west- 
ern front or to take any hostile action 
against Germany—or any other country 
-—so long as war is not started in the Med 
iterranean, an area in which there is no 
practical possibility that Germany will or 
could carry on operations other than the 
sinking of merchant vessels by submarine 
attack. 

The agreement is defensive in charic- 
ter, not offensive. It is expressly stated 
to be not aimed at any country, and the 
text conferms strictly to this statement. 
By no interpretation of the language caa 


it be made to appear to be other than 


| 


protective of the existing territoral and 
other recognized interests of the contract- 
ing parties. So far as the war in the 
present area and between the present 
combatants is concerned, Turkey is 
pledged to nothing more than benevolent 
neutrality toward Britain and France. 

But the official, semi-official and un- 
official statements at Berlin consist prin- 
cipally in hopes that Italy and Russia 
will see in this defensive agreement 
something so hostile to themselves that’ 
they will take the field against the Allies. 
Rome despatches promptly dispelled this 
hope that Italy would throw itself into 
Russia’s arms because of the pact; while 
Moscow gave no indication that it has any 
intention of going to war over the matter. 

That the Nazis should want the pres- 
ent local war broadened into a general war 
can be understood. But why should they, 
or any other government, be aggrieved 
because the Turks want to be left alone 
in their corner and take measures tu pro- 
tect themselves against molestation? Ber- 
lin’s attitude is tantamount to a declara- 
tion that Turkey has no business to exist 
as a sovereign state and to make bargains 
with other states to insure it against at- 
tack. 


Other neutral countries should make 
note of that typical aggressor view of 
their rights. What it amounts to is that 
they haven't any rights in the opinion of 


the gentlemen who now rule Germany— 


and won't have any in fact if those gentle- 
men can exalt themselves into the position 
of world dictators.

Current Comment 
War-Time Needs 


If there remains a small minority of Cana- 
dians who, like the Montreal Gazette, believe 
that war controls are an unwarranted inter- 
ference in private business, they might study 
with profit a comment made by the financial 
edito) of the Manchester Guardian shortly after 
the war broke out last month: 

If in the past some observers have doubted 
that the intricate machinery of economic and 
financial controls built up in Germany was 
merely a war system in peace-time they will 
now be persuaded by the fact that within a few 
days after the outbreak of war this country has 
had to set up a similar structure. Exchange 
‘control by the Bank of England has inevitably 
Jed to control of imports and exports by the 
Board of Trade. The Ministry of Transport has 
taken over the railways. The Ministry of Supply 
is directing the iron and steel industry. Coal 
supplies and prices are supervised by the Mines 
Department, while the Board of Trade has 
assumed control of shipbuilding. Wide powers 
over industry as a whole are exercised by the 
Ministry of Supply under the Priority of Work 
Order, In practice the government departments 
are working through committees of the leading 
men in each industry, and it has become clear 
this week that the whole scheme had been 
thought out and discussed well in advance. 

These steps, it will be noted, have been 
followed, broadly speaking, by the Canadian 
government, and there are also many signs that 
much advance work had been done. The con- 
trols in this country remain in part only paper 
controls, but it is obvious they are needed, and 
that they will be brought into full use as the 
war effort gathers strength—Winnipeg Free 
Press. 


Censorship Is For All 


This paper concedes second place to none 
in supporting freedom of expression and liberty 
of person under normal conditions. In wartime, 
even in a war to preserve freedom, however, 
freedom has to be sacrificed for the general wel- 
fare. Newspapers are under censorship. The 
individual is restrained. Good citizens should 
not object to the temporary restriction, and this 
applies to Premier Duplessis of Quebec as to 
others, 

It is rather strange that the Montreal Gazette, 
which usually stands staunchly for British 
traditions, should play a role offering plausible 
excuses for Mr. Duplessis’ active treachery. It 
questions the right of the Censorship Co-ordina- 
tion Committee to impose restrictions “upon the 
Crown's First Minister in an autonomous prov- 
ince,” thus assuming that one who is a Provin- 
cial party leader for the time being enjoys 
citizenship privileges distinct from those of the 
common herd. We would say the only distinc- 
tion is that which imposes on a provincial pre- 
mier responsibility for setting a good example 
in observing citizenship duties. 

The censorship rule, adopted before the 
Quebec election was announced, in part pro- 
hibits any one, by word of mouth, from spread- 
ing reports or making statements, false or other- 
wise, “intended or likely to prejudice the recruit- 
ing, traning, discipline or administration of any 
of His Majesty's forces.” Incidentally, we ex- 
press the hope that the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation has had the existence of this rule 
indelibly impressed upon it, for in disseminating 
Herr Hitler's speech the other day it did what 
the censorship board declares must not be done. 

Applied to political meetings, the regulation 
has caught Mr. Duplessis first, and accordingly 
he and others engaged in a party fight next 
month are allowed to broadcast only from 
studios speeches previously censored. Quebec's 
premier defiantly says he will submit no manu- 
script to a censor board. The Gazette evidently 
thinks his high office warrants an exception. 
It adds: “The censorship thus permits all radio 
listeners to hear what is considered good for 
them. But they are not to hear the oratorical 
extravagances of the political flame-throwers, 
who are assured officially of an Open season at 
all public meetings, who can go to the limit, or 
beyond it, and the great majority of Quebec 
citizens, the great majority of citizens in other 
provinces, will not know what things are being 
said or what manner of men are saying them.” 

The great majority of citizens, we think, are 
interested chiefly in hearing about the success- 
ful prosecution of the war, not the prejudices of 
the leader of the Union Nationale party against 
the war measures. In addition, however, the 
public meetings are not so all-fired open, fo1 
representatives of the censor board are to attend 


to check up on subversive utterances 
This citizens is general will expec’, since 
Mr. Duplessis has chosen to make the war effort 


If any trouble arises 
from this political contest it will rest on the 
shoulders of Quebec's premier, who has gone 
gunning for it.
